\n effort is now being made by organizers of the I .WWW to organize a 
f r :u workers’ branch of that body of international agitators and trouble 
maker* in Winnipeg which is the centre of distribution of farm workers 
t tmghout Wes’era Canada, and on*' of the international organizers, is now in 
Winnipeg assisting the local organizers of the l.W.W. 

On a previous occasion, two or three years ago. an attempt was made to 
*• wv:\ • < bod> among the unemployed in Winnipeg 
is were being made by the civic authorities to find era- 
nen on farms, thus benefiting them, helping the farmers, 
onomic situation in the city. At that time one of the 
t> reported as using the following language in a speech 
delivered in the Libor Temple. 

‘ The only way to get even with the farmer for paying so small a wage 
to the worker was for the worker to turn round and sabotage the farmer, 
l it -re were alwax* lots of wagons, machinery and shovel handles that the 
workers could break up. and it would only be a short time until the farmer 
would realize the necessity of pa> ing a decent wage in order to protect his 
personal belongings. Those of the unemployed ranks who were going out 
on the farm should get together nnd run an organized sabotage on the farmers, 
and make them spend more money on tools and implements if they would 
not spend it on their farm hands." 

In Alberta an att* nipt of the l.W.W. to organize farm workers' branches 
was killed through newspaper publicity, resulting in the farmers themselves 
being made fully aware of the designs against them, and leading to tlie taking 
ot necessary precautions and concerted action. 

Harvest and threshing time in Western Canada always forces the neces¬ 
sity of bringing tens of thousands of men from Eastern Canada and itrltlsli 
Columbia for temporary employment in the harvest fields. Included in this 
temporary army there is always a large number of that class who are in a 
chronic state of unemployment, men who drift from place to'place. There la 
also a percentage of young fellows “out for a laik" and ready for any kind of 
de ilment. Mingled among them are professional agitators whose business 
in life is the Stirling up of unrest, disaffection and trouble. They require 
to be watched and their presence promptly reported to the authorities. 

Tl»e vast majority of harvest excursionists are steady, reliable men, will¬ 
ing and anxious to work and give an honest return in labor for tlulr wagfi^i 
JIumbeiffc or coin** to spy out mo land with a view To permanent settle¬ 
ment here. Hundreds of others are farmers' sons who, having completed 

I heir own farm work, are keen to see more of Canada, gain new experiences, 
and earn money which they cannot do by remaining at home. It must be 
i * cognized that such men, after paying their fare fioni the Hast—low thrfugh 
such fare may be—faced with only a few weeks employment and the cost of 
the return Journey, are entitled to receive fairly good wages, good food, and 
decent living quarters and treatment. And the farmer who so treats his 
workers is advancing his own best interests and those of the West at large. j 

llut the man who hits no real desire to work, who "soldiers” on his job. 
who finds fault, grumbles and complains all the time, in a word, whose main 
occupation is to agitate, should receive short shrift. He earns little or noth¬ 
ing. and usually gets more than lie does earn. It is this type which later

Charles David Lucas Was Decorated 
By Queen Victoria 

Included in tho estate of Mrs. 
Prances Russell Lucas, is a priceless 
relic, the first Victoria Cross ever 
awarded. Mrs. Lucas was the widow 
of Admiral Charles David Lucas, the! 
first man to win tho V.C. 

This was gained on Juno 2T>. 1854. 
when II.M.S. Hrcla was bombarding 
Rnniarsumlu fortress. In tho Rattle 
When tho llerla wns within 500 yards 
of tho principal fort, a live shell, with ; 
233 (ho fuse burning, foil on tha dock 
Lucas, who was then a midshipman, j 
picked up tho shell In an instant and 
hurled It into tho sea. Almost before I 
it. reached the water it exploded with ( 
a terrific roar. Captain Hall, of the i 
Hecla, Immediately promoted Lucas a 
lieutenant, and threo years later

W. H. J. Tisdale, assistant general 
manager of tho Canadian Co-opera 
live WooJ Growers Limited, made a 
stop In Winnipeg recently on his way 
east after spending six weeks In tho 
rango and domestic wool sections of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan.

Investing Money In Palestine 

Jews Spending Millions In Purchasing 
and Improving Land 

The Jewish national fund has in¬ 
vested almost $ 6 , 000,000 in the pur¬ 
chase and improvement of land in 
Palestine from October, 1920, to April, 
1925, approximately the period of Sir 
Herbert Samuel's administration as 
high commissioner, according to a re¬ 
port issued by the world headquarters 
of the fund in Jerusalem. 

Of this money $5,191,440 was spent 
In the purchase of agricultural and 
urban land and $774,150 in land im¬ 
provements, including the drying up 
of swamps, road building, water sup¬ 
ply Installation and building loans to 
new settlers. 

Find Great Bishop’s Burial Place 

The burial place of Bishop Petei 
Aquablanca. Bishop of Hereford from 
1240 to 1269, a mystery which has 
puzzled historians for centuries, has 
been solved.

A New British Colony 

Island of Cypress is Now Part of 
Empire 

A new milestone in Mediterranean 
history was sot up on May 1st, when 
by Royal L?tters Patent, read by the 
high commissioner of Cyprus at Lima 
sol, that island became a Rritlsh col 
ony. Our King Richard. Coeur do 
Lion, took It from Isaac Commenus 
and bestowed It on Guy do Luslgnac. 
In 1570 the Turks took It from the 
Venetians and held It In the stagna 
tlon that marks Turkish rule until 
1878, when under the Treaty of Ber 
lln. Great Britain undertook Its ad¬ 
ministration, paying an annual tribute 
to Turkey. Since then the Cypriotes 
have progressed morally and inaterl 
ally, and It has been for us a useful 
Mediterranean station, though pos¬ 
sibly of less value than 1/ord Beacons- 
field expected. In November, 19J4. It 
was annexed by proclamation. The 
high commissioner now' becomes gov¬ 
ernor and various reforms will be in¬ 
troduced. such as an increase in the 
representation of Moslems In the 
legislative council and the opening to 
natives of some offices hitherto filled 
from home.—London Spectator.' 

Canada At Geneva 

Has Become Leader In Humanitarian 
and Idealistic Matters

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C anada’s Vast 

Northland 

Immense Area Has Been Mapped and 

Chartered By Government 

An interesting locality, Canada's • 
country "North of Sixty," where the 
bison roam and where the Walnwrlght 
buffalo have gone to graze In peace, 
has been recently mapped and chart 
ered by the topographical survey, de 
partment of tin* Interior, Ottawa. 

Tho map Is compiled from northern 
control and exploratory surveys by 
topographical survey parties during 
the years 1922 to 1924, and Includes 
the area from which the head waters 
of the Lockhart, Coppermine. Packs 
nn«l Hanbury Rivera take their rise. 
There are two Inset maps on the large 
sheet, one showing, on a small scale, 
tin* location of the area mapped with 
respect to (treat Slave Lake, and the 
other showing, on a larger scale, Pike’s 
portage route from Great Slave Lake 
to Artillery Lake—tho lengths of each 
portage being Indicated In yards 

\n interesting feature of the map 
|« the location of the last woods. At 
Thelon overland portage, the survey¬ 
or found scrub spruce a foot and a 
half high. In sheltered spots, spruce 
and tamarac attained good develop¬ 
ment. hut In places exposed to the 
northeast wind only the spruce grew, 
dwarfed and flattened, but In spite 
of its small size carrying rings show¬ 
ing an age of 300 years and more. 

The stone fireplace and chimney 
built in 1833 by the explorer. Sir 
George Back, as a part of Fort Re¬ 
liance still stand at the mouth of 
the Lockhart River. The explorer 
describes the so-called Barren I^inds 
as beautiful rolling hills in August, 
with their roving bands of caribou, 
upon which the local Indians live. 
Waterpower sources abound, the re¬ 
gion’s rocks look rich, and there Is 
wealth In furs

She is the little ketch Bee. which 
trades between Southampton and 
Newport in the Isle of Wight, aud has 
made more than 38,000 crossings of 
the Solent since 1801.

Cokmbui Wu Real Discoverer 

Only On« Who Opened America to * 
Old World 

An attempt has recently been made 
by historical reaearchers to question 
the title of Christopher Columbus as 1 
the true "discoverer” of America 
Walters have been analyzing some 
old record* that have come to light I 
in France to prove that Columbus did 
not set sail from Cadis with no 
knowledge of the, new world to the 
west, but with actual information that 
a rich land lay overseas. It is con¬ 
tended that numerous other Europeans 
had made voyages to tho American, 
continents. Of course, we have long 1 
known that the Norsemen came over 
and settled and left before Columbus 
hoisted sail, and that other adventur 
ers probably had reached these shores 
before he came. But It has not un¬ 
til now been contended that Columbus 
was not in truth a "discoverer." but 
that he was simply following a tip and j 
that he kn_*w' what he was going to 
find. 

It will be impossible to rob Christo¬ 
pher Columbus of his title. However 
many adventurers may have preced¬ 
ed him to these shores, however fre- ^ 
quently contact had been effected be¬ 
tween Europe and the Americas, as 
they came to be known, the fact re¬ 
mains that not until Columbus camo 
was the New World opened to the old. 
If earlier traders came they departed 
never to return, or they kept their 
secret of western riches Jealously. It 
was Columbus, and he alone, whose 
voyages effected the settlement and 
therefore the development of America. 
—Washington Evening Star. 

Taximeters Used In Old Days 

Instrument Was Invented to Relieve 

Professional Pacers 

Modern research has disclosed that 
the chariots which plied for hire 
about the Acropolis in the days ot 
Pericles were fitted with ingenious 
and highly industrious taximeters ^ 
In the grey dawn of Attic history 
distances were measured by profes¬ 
sional pacers t ailed bematlsts, who 
followed the kings on campaigns and 
processions, but with the introduction 
of horses ami chariots the bematlst’s 
lot in that hot and dusty land became 
an active and unenviable one. Thus 
the taximeter of those days was, it is 
said, invented out of sympahty for this 
industrious order of mt*n. The pro 
fltable little instrument survived wars 
and invasions, and clicked on through 
all the darkest ages. They are 
orded to have been In use In Spain In 
the days of Columbus, and John Eve¬ 
lyn. the seventeenth century diarist. I 
speaks of them as "wnywisers,’’ very 
"pretty and useful." 

Of those “wnywisers" or "perambu¬ 
lators" a number have now been col¬ 
lected and are cn display in the new¬ 
ly-reopened Oxford museum of scion-, 
tifle instruments.

Want Wolf 
Bounty Cancelled ^ 

Northern Trappers Say Foxes Depend 
On Wolves For Food 

Tho old question of man’s interior 
cnee with nature has been raised anew j 
over the persistence with which tho j 
wolf of tho far north is being hunted, , 
as h result of tho increase in the gov - I 
ernmont bounty from $20 to $30. 

Every trapper coming down from 
the north carries In his pack a fow 
wolf pelts. For tho paat year, tho I 
government has had a party of four i 
wolf-catchers at work across tho nor¬ 
thern plains, trapping eastward from 
Great Slave Lake. 

This season, it Is estimated, two or i 
throe hundred wolf pelts will bo sur- I 
rendered to the government, from all i 
sources, taken from tho territory j 
north of Edmonton. 

The trappers themselves have rais I 
ed the question whether it Is ftdvls- \ 
able for this trapping of wolves to 
continue. They are generally in agree¬ 
ment that it nil levels down to that 
fine adjustment which nature sets up 
between the denizens of the wilds, 
and in the case of the wolf, tho bal- I 
ance swings between tho wolf, the 
caribou and the fox 

Tho fox is tho real standby of the 1 
trapper. The wolf preys on tho carl 
bou. The fox largely is dependent 
upon tho W'olf for meat, and after the 
wolf has had his fill, the fox, like Jack¬ 
al!, feeds on the remaining carcass. 
The trappers are beginning to reallzo 
that by the destruction of tho wolf, 
they are gradually chasing away tho 
fox. 

It is reported that the trappers of 
the north are considering the feasibil¬ 
ity of petitioning Ottawa for the with¬ 
drawal of the wolf bounty entirely, for 
u period at least. 

Islands In the Arctic 

Several Reasons Why Canada Claims 
the Ownership 

Hon. Charles Stewart, having said 
that all the lauds In tho Arctic to tho 
north of the Dominion are claimed by 
Canada, the New York Times wants 
to know on wlmt this claim is based 
The answer is that it is based on the 
only three things that constitute such 
a claim in international law, namely: 
Discovery, proclamation and effective 
occupation. 

If the New York Times will look up 
its history it will find that British ex- I 
plorera have been gotug into the Arc¬ 
tic and leaving tho Union Jack there 
for more than a century, that the^, 
Ro^al Canadian Mounted l'o!Ice have 
been occupying the most northern of 
these Islands for years, and that by 
Royal Proclamation the late Queen 
Victoria claimed these islands for 
Canada moro than 30 years ago. 

Canada does not claim Wrangel Is¬ 
land because Wrangel Island lies off 
the Russian coast and properly be¬ 
longs to Russia. But by everything 
that properly constitutes ownership 
Canada’s map extends right up to the 
North Pole, and wo shall not roll up 
one inch of it.—Ottawa Journal. 

Centenary Of Buckingham Palace 

Was Converted into Royal Residence 
Hundred Years Ago 

Among the many centenaries that 
occur this year one may possibly 
be overloked—the rebuilding of 
Buckingham Palace as a Royal resi¬ 
dence. Just a hundred years ago the 
newspapers of tho day announced 
that "with tile centre renovated and 
with two magnifleont wings design 
ed by His Majesty himself ou a large 
scale, the Palace is to bo converted^ 
into a residence for the King."

“Articulated Train*" Are New 

Placing of Wheels Has Made Motion 
Much Smoother 

We understand articulation when 
applied to speech, but the phrase "Ar¬ 
ticulated Trains" may not be so well 
understood. Up to the present 
coaches have been connected or 
coupled, but not articulated. There 
has been constant effort, ever siueo 
the early days of railways, to combine 
solidarity with flexibility in the mak¬ 
ing up of a train. The first passen¬ 
ger coaches were attached to one an 
other by a simple chain and hook, but 
for mauy years the eoupllngs have 
been much » loser and more compact, 
the finely adjusted springbuffers bo- 
iug kept always in close; contact. That 
was regarded until recently as the 
last word in smooth motion at high 
speeds, but now' that articulation has 
come along it is seen that much great¬ 
er smoothness of motion is produced 
by it. Instead of each coach being 
a separate entity, with its four bogey- 
wheels at each end, the bogey wheels 
are placed between the coaches, so that 
two of the wheels ure under oue, and 
the other pair under the other. Thus 
the truin is all in one piece, with per¬ 
fect mobility throughout its length.
